SAYS MISSIONS 


NEEDED IN U. S. 


H A N N O V E R , Germ any — Pro t­ 
estantism must get rid of the idea 
that Christianity is an established 
act in Europe and Am eriqa and 
that it is only among colored na­ 
tions of Africa and Asia that the 
Gospel has to be spread. 


That need was emphasized by 
Dr. Gustaf Wlngren, theology pro- 
tessor at Sweden’s U niversity of 
Lund, in an address before the 
General Assembly of the Lutheran 
W orld Federation here. He spoke 
at a plenary session on the sub­ 
ject, 
"Lutheran 
Theology 
and 
W orld Missions.” 


D r. Wingren declared that pres­ 
ent-day reaction against missions 
in m any countries of A frica and 
Asia la “ due to the fact that we 
have wrongly combined or even 
confused the preaching of the di­ 
vine Word with the spreading of 
European-Am erican culture.” 


" I t is the Word, nam ely Christ 
Him self, who gives us the G reat 
Commission.” he said. " It is the 
Word, namely Christ Himself, who I 
comes to the colored nations ex- j 
actly as He comes to us and to 
our own nations.” 


D r. Wingren pointed out that all 
of present-day Western Christian­ 
ity, with Its wealth of cultural and j 
other 
developenients, 
is 
just 
as 
much • result of missions as any : 
other part or form of Christianity. 
"A s Christians.” he said. 
"w e 
live In a mission field, 
we are 
members of ‘Younger Churches.’ I 
not of the ancient Israel. When we | 
speak of preaching the Word In 
Europe, we speak of world mis­ 
sions. since the Word of which we 
speak cam e to us from elsewhere 
nnd continues to come to us from 
elsewhere 
every 
time 
it 
is 
preached — just as much from 
elsewhere as when it some to Asia 
and A frica through our m issionar­ 
ies.” 
D r. Wingren began his lecture 
by asking whether there was any 
visible 
connection 
between 
the 
present missionary activity of the 
Church, by 
which 
the 
Christian 
faith has spread over all five con­ 
tinents. and the basic ideas and 
aims of the 16th Century Refor­ 
mation. 
on 
which 
the 
Lutheran 
churches claim to be based. 
As a m atter of historical fact. 
he said, present-day m issionary so­ 
cieties and their work stem froiu. 
the 18th Century and not from the 
16th. In the 16th Century, he noted, 
missions did not exist as a special 
branch of activity within Christian­ 
ity, since at that time everything 
was a missionary activity. 
"W ’hen the Reform er preached 


the Word right in the center of 
Europe,” he addedv "that was a 
typical missionary Situation. . . it 
would have been unnatural to look 
for other 
mission 
fields 
outside 
Europe." 
Dr. 
Wingren 
said 
the 
idea that Europe and Am erica are 
the home of the Christian religion 
whereas that religion is not yet 
sufficiently established among the 
colored 
nations 
"a ll 
too 
easily 
creeps into our missionary think­ 
ing.”

That is, more housewives, farm er* 
and gardeners are able to point to 
it and say “T hat is a bean wee­ 
vil.” But. at the same time, excep­ 
tionally few persons can explain 
how the weevil gains entrance into 
the bean it infests. H erein is an 
exam ple of the general insect rule 
or question — “ If you don't know 
w hat it is or where it cam e from, 
bow are you going to control It?” 
M ost gardeners, including even 
the m ore experienced and capable 
in solving predacious insect prob­ 
lem s, believe the bean "weevil de­ 
velops from the bean's life germ. 
In other words, w hat they actually 
believe is this — P lan t life turns 
into animal life. This is. of course, 
is and always will be impossbile. 
How such a foolish theory ever 
started Is incredible; th a t it con­ 
tinues is beyond all lucid explana­ 
tion. 
The weevil th at la found em bed­ 
ded In a stored bean has a life 
cycle Just like scores of other gar­ 
den insects. It develops from an 
egg into a sm all larv a; the larva 
turns into a pupa or resting form, 
and this becomes an adult beetle 
or weevil which lays the egg Then 
how doe* th* weevil get into the 
bean? 
When bean pods a re soft and 
the ly an s are Just beginning to 
form inside the pods, the egg-lay­ 
ing adult weevil pushes her agg 
through the side of the pod. either 
directly into the small bean or into 
the space inside the pod beside the 
beans. The tiny 
larva 
hatching 
directly into the sm all larva hatch- 
from this egg 
feeds 
inside the 
growing bean and later pupates to 
turn Into the adult beetle. It is the 
beetle or weevil that becom es vis­ 
ible as a dark m ass beneath the 
unbroken bean coating in late fall 
and winter. In the m eantim e the 
place where the egg entered the 
l>ean or the entrance place of the 
.small larva heals over and Is no 
longer in sight. 
The fully growm weevil em erges 
from the bean in storage and m ay 
m ate and start later broods. In 
the latitude of northern Virginia 
and southern M aryland there m ay 


be as m any a* six broods in a 
year, with fewer generations far­ 
ther north. 
No, there is no m iracle involved. 
The bean em bryo docs not by some 
strange process turn into an in­ 
sect. No m ystery at all. 
Eight steps in prevention are 
stressed, plus one m ain m eans of 
direct com bat after beans are ripe 
and ready to store. They are: 
1. Plant, only weevil-free seed. 
2. H arvest, shell and store dry 
beans as soon as they are ripe. 
3. 8tore beans in containers with 
tightly 
fitting lids or in 
fabric 
hags with 24 or m ore m eshes to 
the inch. 
4. Plow or spade under deeply 
all 
bean 
refuse 
before 
w inter, 
with em phasis on inclusion of all 
shattered beans. 
5. Keep 
fence roms 
and 
other 
idle areas free from weeds. 
8. Induce birds to nest and rear 
their young near gardens 
7. D ust beans with rotenone at 
full bloom stage. 
8 . E nlist all neighbors in these 
prevention m easures.

GROWING BLACK LOCUST 
There are several valuable timber 
trees which should be added to farm 
wroodlots, trees whose wood is in­ 
dispensable in m odem life, such a* 
hickory, dogwood, maple oak, per­ 
simmon, ash and several species 
which it.ay be utilized in making 
paper. But for general use and 
particularly as an excellent source 
of farm revenue, black locust should 
be seriously considered. 
This advice is based not wily on 
the fact th at black locust timber 
is needed for fence posts, mine 
props, and in the m anufacture of 
num erous products th a t call for a 
durable, close-grained timber, but 
also on other recognized merits. 
Black locust may be started from 
seed, 
from 
volunteer plants ob­ 
tained from established plantings, or 
from seedlings distributed by most 
state forestry departm ents. In fact, 
few other valuable trees are 
so 
economically 
and 
simply 
started 
from seed as this im portant tree. 
Because there is a widespread 
scarcity of fence posts, black locust 
becomes one of the better sources 
of revenue through its rapid growth 
for this purpose. Individual trees are 
salable as soon as the lower trunk 
is large enough to make a single 
post. Too, volunteer sprouts will ap­ 
pear to restock the site soon after 
the tree is removed. 
And black locust trees are among 
the most effective ways to check soil 
erosion because their long tapering, 
interlacing roots hold soils from 
escaoing on steep slopes and par­ 
ticularly where incipient gullies are 
likely 
to 
endanger 
fields. 
Many 
acre* of valuable farm land have 
been salvaged and protected by this 
hardy tree while it was growing into 
tim ber value. 


Seed should be gathered as soon 
as It Is ripe, dried carefully, and 
then stored in a dry room over 
winter. It should be planted In n a r­ 
row rows in a well drained, sunny 
garden bed in early spring. Seed­ 
lings should be moved to their per­ 
m anent growing site the next spring 
or when they are one year old. 
In many cases seed may be planted 
directly where 
the trees are to 
grow. 
The black locust is a member of 
the legume family of plant*. TW* 
m eans th a t it Is capable of taking 
nitrogen from the air and storing 
it in nodules on the roots. Herein is 
one of the reasons why this tree 


serves so effectivly to check gullies 
and reclaim badly worn land. Too. 
this trait suggests th at seed should 
be inoculated before or at planting 
time. Soil from where black locust 
tree* grow naturally may be mixed 
with the need or strewn along the 
rows to introduce 
the beneficial 
bacteria. 
Many farm ers who have learned 
the revenue worth of black locust 
believe th at inoculation of the seed 
plus fairly clone planting to provide 
ample trunk shade are 
aids 
In 
reducing 
the 
ravages 
of 
locust 
borers. 
Too, 
mulching 
the 
soil 
around 
newly 
transplanted 
trees 
conserve* 
soil 
moisture, 
hastens 
growth and thereby im Dart* greater 
vigor. Always it should be remem­ 
bered th a t borers attack weak, un­ 
dernourished trees in preference to 
vigorous specimens. 
Volunteer sprouts from old plant­ 
ings may be moved in late fall or 
any 
time 
after 
the 
plants 
are 
dorm ant. 
The editor urges readers who are 
interested in growing black locust 
for revenue or to reclaim eroding 
land to write him to ask all the 
related questions they desire.

Powell said "Uncle Toms"—a ref­ 
erence to the title character in 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” u s u a l l y 
meaning a Negro who is a yes- 
man—had "spearheaded the sabo­ 
taging of civil rights planks in the 
platforms of the two major par­ 
ties.” 
He said the Negro has enough 
votes to control the outcome of the 
Nov. 4 election and "just will not 
go to the polls at all” unless 
pledged an ‘'acceptable” platform. 
Powell has a date, within the 
next IO days, to discuss civil rights 
with Stevenson and his vice presi­ 
dential running mate. Sen. John J. 
Sparkman of Alabama. 
Sparkman and Powell last week 
exchanged telegram s on the issue. 
Sen. A. S. (MikeI Monroney of 
Oklahoma said last night he sees 
no Democratic 
party dissension 
arising from Sparkman’s nomina­ 
tion. When asked on an NBC tele­ 
vision program whether the nomi­ 
nation might alienate Negroes and 
Northern liberals, 
Monroney 
re­ 
plied: 
"Only one or two Negro leaders 
have disagreed with the nomina­ 
tion of Sparkman. Northern liber­ 
als will appreciate that Sparkman 
has literally taken his life in his 
hands to be a liberal.” 
Civil rights was also the topic of 
a statem ent issued in Washington 
last night by 16 Republican lead­ 
ers, among them several key back­ 
ers of Eisenhower. 
The statement said the 16 inter­ 
preted the GOP civil rights plank 
to mean that "FEPC (Fair Em ­ 
ployment Practices Commission > 
with enforcement powers and sim ­ 
ilar laws will be accelerated by a 
Republican victory.”
